Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  the  St.  Margaret  Sisters  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  having  a  house  at  No.  125  Highland  Street,  in  that  part  of 

Boston,  Mass.,  known  as  Roxbury,  the  sum  of . 

. dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 


Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

To  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  work  at  St.  Monica’s  Home, 
one  report  must  be  very  like  another.  For  the  past  year  we  can  thank 
God  and  take  courage,  from  the  fact  that  the  increased  interest  and  help 
from  our  friends  has  again  made  it  possible  for  us  to  keep  the  house  open, 
and  the  beds  filled  all  summer,  convinced,  as  we  are  more  and  more  each 
year,  of  the  need  of  just  such  a  home  for  these  poor  sufferers,  who, 
though  needing  careful  and  constant  nursing,  are  yet  not  eligible  for  the 
larger  hospitals. 

The  Boston  Consumptive  Hospital  has  during  the  past  year  sent 
seventeen  patients  needing  the  special  care  and  treatment  now  given  all 
tuberculosis  cases,  paying  for  these  women  and  children  a  sufficient 
amount  to  cover  their  expenses,  which  are  large,  owing  to  the  necessity  for 
liberal  diet  and  treatment,  the  ideal  surroundings  of  our  present  location 
making  it  a  favorable  spot  for  the  out-of-door  life,  both  by  day  and  night, 
so  important  in  all  tuberculosis  work.  We  have  admitted,  in  addition  to 
this  number,  six  other  consumptive  patients  chiefly  from  Cambridge.  It 
is  a  dream  of  the  future  to  establish  a  day  camp  for  which  the  grounds 
around  the  Home  seem  so  well  adapted  ;  but  until  much  larger  sums  of 
money  are  received  for  its  support,  we  do  not  feel  justified  in  starting  any 
such  project. 

A  good  work  is  also  carried  on  among  the  other  patients  whose 
wards  are  quite  separate  from  the  Tuberculosis  Ward,  and  the  nine  beds  are 
seldom  empty,  as  no  case  is  refused  which  we  are  able  adequately  to  care 
for.  As  many  of  the  patients  remain  six  months  or  longer  everything  is 
done  to  make  them  feel  at  home,  and  to  relieve  the  tedium  of  their 
monotonous  life.  The  Home  is  visited  each  week  by  different  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  and  their  kind  words  and  gifts  of  flowers 
or  fruit  give  much  happiness.  The  Thanksgiving  dinner  and  Christmas 
Tree  are  two  substantial  ways  in  which  they  show  their  interest,  not  only 
by  their  gifts  but  by  their  presence  and  active  co-operation  with  the  Sisters. 

Our  annual  subscriptions  and  gifts  of  money,  together  with  the  cake 
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sale  in  March  and  the  annual  sale  in  November,  have  enabled  us  to  end 
our  year  with  a  very  creditable  balance,  which  will  be  needed  for  our 
current  expenses  during  the  winter  months. 

The  “  Day  Support  Fund  ”  now  shows  a  membership  of  forty-eight, 
each  member  contributing  $10.00  per  annum,  and  choosing  any  special 
day  that  appeals  to  him.  There  are  still  many  vacant  days  for  which 
we  would  gladly  receive  names  and  dollars.  In  addition  to  this  there  is 
in  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  an  Endowment  Fund,  and  any  person 
depositing  $300  in  our  name  assures  us  a  day’s  support. 

We  are  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  unfailing 
interest  and  attention,  their  ordinary  visits  often  being  supplemented  in 
any  case  of  emergency  or  accident. 

Our  thanks  are  also  extended  to  all  who  have  helped  us  :  The 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  for  carriage  rides  and  trolley  tickets,  also 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  R.  R.  ;  to  the  Needlework  Guilds  of  Boston 
and  Jamaica  Plain,  and  to  the  two  societies  among  the  colored  women  — 
St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle,  especially  for  their  help  at  the  Fair,  and  St. 
Monica’s  Relief  Association  who  have  given  several  entertainments  foi 
our  benefit. 

The  Association  has  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Charles  F.  Ogilby,  who,  ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  work,  has  been 
a  faithful  member  and  whose  interest  ended  only  with  her  life.

The  report  for  the  year  would  be  hardly  complete  without  some 
word  of  thanks  from  the  Sisters  to  those  who  have  sustained  and  en¬ 
couraged  the  work  of  the  Home. 

The  carriage  rides  and  invalid  car  tickets  from  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union  have  been  among  the  greatest  helps  in  giving  recreation 
to  our  patients,  especially  to  the  young  girls  and  children  in  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Ward.  All  through  the  summer  and  autumn,  those  for  whom  the 
doctors  recommended  outings  had  days  in  Franklin  Park  or  at  City  Point 
and  rides  through  the  shopping  districts  in  town,  all  tending  to  break  the 
monotony  of  hospital  routine,  start  up  interest,  and  make  the  invalids 
feel  their  ability  to  enter  again  upon  the  normal  way  of  living.  Another 
source  of  help  has  come  to  us  from  those  having  in  charge  the  “  Outside 
Aid”  given  by  the  Home  for  Aged  Colored  Women,  as  they  invariable 
pay  us  at  the  rate  of  $12.00  per  month  when  any  of  their  pensioners  are 
admitted  here  as  patients.  Our  Thanksgiving  turkeys  and  good  cheer 
were  provided  by  Mr.  Pompey  Gray  and  his  associates  at  the  Vendome, 
while  Christmas  found  us  enjoying  the  bounty  provided  by  the  waiters  at 
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Young’s  Hotel.  The  St.  Monica’s  Relief  Association  has  sent  us  two 
small  subscriptions  but  not  up  to  the  mark  of  former  years,  and  the  St. 
Monica’s  Sewing  Circle  again  helped  us  most  efficiently  at  the  fair  as  will 
be  seen  elsewhere. 

A  portable  winter  roof  has  been  added  to  the  piazza  of  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Ward,  so  that  now  a  certain  number  of  beds  can  remain  out  through¬ 
out  the  season  day  and  night,  thus  giving  our  patients  the  full  benefit  of 
fresh  air,  and  avoiding  the  crowding  of  the  Ward  when  stormy  days  come. 
It  also  greatly  lessens  the  laborious  effort  of  constantly  moving  the  beds  as 
we  have  been  obliged  to  do  heretofore.  This  roof  has  cost  $100.00  and 
we  shall  be  glad  of  any  help  towards  paying  for  it.  The  having  it  was  a 
necessity,  both  on  account  of  the  patients  and  also  in  lessening  the  work 
of  the  nurses  and  attendants. 

The  Chelsea  fire  gave  us  an  opportunity  of  befriending  two  poor 
women  who  were  rendered  homeless,  one  of  them  an  old  soldier’s  wife, 
he  being  taken  to  the  Soldier’s  Home,  the  other  a  deaf  mute.  After 
several  days  of  wandering  about,  they  were  both  in  great  need  of  just 
such  care  and  nourishing  as  we  could  give  them. 

Though  we  have  little  time  for  any  social  service  work,  the  op¬ 
portunities  for  doing  it  are  unlimited  ;  not  a  week  passes,  without  at  least 
one  or  two  applications  for  a  boarding  home  for  some  aged  or  partially 
infirm  woman  who  has  herself  saved  up  money  for  her  old  age  or  who 
can  be  provided  for  by  a  son  or  daughter  in  good  work.  These  women 
are  not  ill  so  are  not  eligible  for  our  wards,  and  do  not  care  to  give  up  all 
they  have  and  go  into  a  regular  home.  If  such  a  boarding  Home  could 
be  started  in  connection  with  our  work,  here  and  in  our  vicinity,  it  could 
easily  be  made  self-supporting  after  the  first  outlay  for  furnishings,  and  it  is 
well  worth  the  consideration  of  those  interested  in  charitable  work  among 
colored  people. 

Most  of  all  are  the  Sisters  and  their  patients  indebted  to  the  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  “whose  hearts  God  has  touched,”  making 
them  so  loving  and  generous,  so  sympathetic  and  appreciative,  and  a  tower 
of  strength  in  all  times  of  difficulty  and  need.

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Medical  Report 

Boston,  December  i,  igo8. 

During  the  past  year,  much  attention  has  been  given  to  tubercular 
cases.  By  the  use  of  the  spacious  veranda  which  opens  off  of  the  ward 
for  tuberculosis,  we  are  able  to  take  care  of  nine  patients  now,  instead  of 
only  five  as  formerly.  Jn  spite  of  this  increased  accommodation,  however, 
the  ward  has  been  full  nearly  the  entire  year.  We  take  primarily  incur¬ 
able  cases.  We  give,  nevertheless,  to  each  patient  the  benefit  of  active 
treatment,  and  have  been  much  encouraged  by  having  some  supposedly 
helpless  cases  respond  favorably  and  show  decided  improvement.  As  a 
result  of  this  method  six  cases  have  been  discharged  as  relieved  and  two  as 
arrested.  Of  the  latter  two,  one  has  worked  steadily  for  a  year  without 
return  of  symptoms,  and  the  other  for  nine  months.  We  were  asked  by 
the  International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis  to  make  some  report  of  our 
work,  and  we  sent  them  five  pictures,  some  of  which  accompany  this 
report,  handsomely  mounted  on  a  single  piece  of  cardboard. 

Certain  changes  in  the  administration  have  been  adopted  this  year 
which  have  proved  very  beneficial.  The  former  medical  service  of  four 
months  has  been  shortened  to  three  months  and  a  fourth  physician  has  been 
added  to  the  staff.  The  old  cumbersome  book  for  history-taking  has  been 
abolished,  and  now  all  records  are  kept  upon  small  cards  which  can  be  filed 
away  alphabetically.  A  careful  history  is  taken  at  entrance,  physical  exam¬ 
ination  recorded,  and  thereafter  a  note  is  made  upon  each  case  at  least  every 
two  weeks.  As  in  former  years,  two  weekly  visits  have  been  made,  and 
extra  visits  whenever  emergency  has  arisen.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  de¬ 
vises  of  money,  securities  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s  Home 
for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund,  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  in¬ 
dividual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises: 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  fund  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  and  from 
time  to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  relv  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of  St. 
Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  and 
approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successor,  if  any.
